The cited art, US 6,097,049 to Goebel et al does not teach, inter alia, forming a second 
insulating material, gate electrodes being uncovered in an upper region, a third insulation layer 
whose thickness less than that of the gate electrode, and word lines isolated from sidewalls of the 
gate electrodes by a second insulation layer.
